Agreement on the main points of a 
strategic arms limitation treaty 
(SALT) probably will be announced 
next week, the State Department said 
yesterday,- although the . accord will re- 
quire further work befofe.it is signed 
by U.S. and Soviet leaders, •• 

That was 'revealed by department 
spokesman - tiqdding Carter Kilter 'a 
meeting, between Secretary of- State" 
Cyrus R. Vanee'and Soviet Ambassa- 
dor Anatoliy. Ff Dobrynin. Carter said 
the two, who are in charge of negoti- 
ating the . substantive issues "in the 
SALT II talks, will meet again early 
next week to try to complete their 
work. ' * K/, 

He added that Vance and Dobrynin 
also began discussing briefly the date 
and place for a> treaty-signing summit 
between President Carter and Soviet 
President Leonid I. Brehnev. Be- 
cause of Brezhnev’s health problems, 
the summit is expected to be in a neu- 
tral European capital such as Stock- 
holm, Geneva or Vienna. , 

The spokesman gave no further de- 
tails. But U.S. officials are understood 
to be working on- the assumption that- 
the drive for a SALT II agreement 
will follow this rough timetable:- . : At

On Tuesday, a senior- U.S. official 
told reporters that the United States-

Yesterday, though, 
it was made known that, while all the

ciple, some specific aspects of them 
,- , will be left for a final decision by Car-, 
ter and Brezhnev when they meet.
